WHEAT POLICY 

In relation to its total wheat imports, China 
last year bought about one-ninth as much Cana- 
dian wheat as it did the year before, and thi 
year is buying about one-ninth as much as it 
did last. 

Meantime, Argentina has doubled its per 
centage sales in China, while Australia is sell- 
ing there at approximately the same ratio as 
two years ago. Australia is closer to Shanghai 


than Canada is, but the Argentine is twice as 
far away. 

Canada’s trade agent at Sianghai explains 
why our wheat exports to China have been 
proceeding toward the vanishing point in arith- 
metical progression. “The reason lies of course 
in the fact that Canadian prices were continu- 
ousiy above world parities. Importers state 
that on the whole they have been non-competi- 
tive with Argentina and Australia by roughly 
six per cent, on the basis of ¢.i.f. Shanghai quo- 
tations.” 

Quite clearly that is one part of the world 
where Canada needed to change its wheat- 
holding policy for a wheat-selling policy—if we 
expect or want to figure in the wheat trade 
among the teeming millions of the Orient. If 
the official correspondent is correct, Canada 
threw away the Chinese market for the sake 
of six per cent in price. And since world prices 
are in balance, what we have been doing there 
is what we have been doing elsewhere. 

Seeing that the Canadian taxpayer, directly 
or indirectly, pays subsidies to all sorts of 
secondary industries, it would have been better 
business to sell at the world price and make 
up the difference to the Canadian farmer by a 
bonus. 

It would have been still better business to 
cut the farmer's operating costs and living ex- 
penses by reducing the tariff on what he had 
to buy, and sell the wheat at the world price 
without the need of paying him any bonus. 

Presumably one or other of these things is 
what the present Government aims to do in 
reorganizing the wheat board and declaring for 
a selling policy as against a holding policy. 
Whichever it may do will be better than what 
has been done.

The Passing Show

Lady Astor had a taste of democracy a few 
days ago when she went to select her seat in 
the House of Commons at Westminster. 

In United States, as in our provincial legis- 
latures, seats are allotted. A member must sit 
where the government authorities place him. 
Very often the esteem in 
which the government holds 
a member can be estimated 
by the position in which he is 
seated—whether he is on the 
right hand of the Speaker or 
made to overflow onto the 
left side, and whether he is 
made a front bencher or a 
back-bencher. But in the 
Mother of Parliaments, except 
for the occupants of the 
treasury benches, there is a 
free-for-all scramble. A member reserves a 
seat by placing his hat on it. 

It appears that when parliament opened the 
other day, George Lansbury, Laborite ex-leader, 
appropriated the seat that Lady Astor favors, 
and which polite members usually relinquish 
to her. The old Laborite declined to give it up. 

Lady Astor indignantly beat a retreat to the 
Tory side of the House, only to find that all 
seats were taken. No one showed any desire 
to relinquish. Amid ironical cheers she was 
forced to accept one of the remaining seats on 
the back benches behind the Laborites. The 
lady who believes in equal rights for women, 
didn’t relish being treated as an equal.

This reminds me that I omitted some time 
ago to answer a reader who wishes to know 
why Lady Astor is sometimes called Nancy, 
Lady Astor. 

In super-correct circles—to the butler, the 
upper housemaid and at a Royal drawing room 
£-the only title recognized as correct would be 
“Nancy, Lady Astor.” Placing the lady/s given 
name before the title indicates that she is not 
a member of the peerage by birth, but by mar- 
riage. Had she been a daughter of the Duke of 
Ditchwater she would be “Lady Astor’—with- 
out the Nancy. 

Personally I think that “Nancy, Lady Astor,” 
is the higher title, despite any table of pre- 
cedences. It shows she got there under her own 
power. The blood of many of the old British 
families is indebted for replenishment to the 
instinct that makes many scions of outworn 
nobility go to the luscious creatures of the 
Gaiety chorus when they seek a wife. In the 
Astor case it seems proper that the scion of an 
American family which had bought its way into 
the British nobility should seek an American 
wife. By right of her wit, her good common- 
sense and her readiness to enter the political 
fray and take what comes in a rough and 
tumble, Nancy, Lady Astor, is the peer of any 
of them.

Cold Sores And 
Mouth Uicers

A bandit who held up a bank while he hed 
a large fever blister on his lower lip couldn't 
help pressing on the blister with his tongue, 
which called the cashier's attention to the blem- 
ish, As a result, several days later the bandit 
was traced by the red spot below the mouth 
which a fever blister leaves 
for a time after it heals. The 
bandit was making a common 
mistake in constantly “fool- 
ing around” with a cold sore. 

The best rule is to never 
touch a cold sore with the 
finger, teeth or tongue, 
Leave it alone as much as 
possible, as the handling 
makes it worse and may cause 
serious infection. 

Cold sores and fever 
blisters are the same and receive these popular 
names because more often found during a cold 
or fever. The medical term for such blisters 
is Herpes. A cold sore usually forms on the 
mouth but may form on the nose, cheek, eye- 
lids, the lobe of the ear or elsewhere. Children 
are more apt to suffer than grown people, and 
women more often than men. 

Besides being present in colds and such 
fevers as influenza, malarial fever and pneu- 
monia, the cold sore is frequent with indiges- 
tion. In the first stage there may be a slight 
itching spot. The pain is not great but it is 
annoying. Next, the spot forms which is redder 
than the flesh around it and finally swells up 
and forms a clear blister containing fluid. 
Sometimes there is only one cold sore or several 
may form and coalesce into the larger one. 

Before the blisters dry up, the fluid turns 
to a white color and a scab or crust appears. 
After the scab slips off a red spot remains for 
some time. If you have been troubled with 
these spots, it is a good plan to give the 
digestion a rest by using nothing but acid fruit 
for several meals. 

Mouth ulcers or canker sores come from a 
hyperacidity of the stomach and while these 
ulcers are painful for a few days, they tend to 
cure themselves, healing up in the course of 
time. Sometimes the over-acid condition seems 
to be made temporarily more irritated by the 
use of acid fruit, and sometimes the patient 
notices these ulcers after using a great deal of 
fresh fruit. Strange as it may seem, the best 
cure for this tendency to ulcers in the mouth 
is to take fruit juices for at least five days, using 
orange juice or grapefruit juice in water but 
not other food. Sometimes quicker temporary 
results may be obtained by taking a water fast 
and using bicarbonate of soda several times 
daily in the water. Soda, magnesia or other 
alkalies will counteract the stomach acid at 
once but the acid fruit fast will also reduce the 
stomach acidity after the first few days and 
the cure will then be permanent if no bad food 
combinations are used from that time on, as 
inharmonious mixtures of foods seem to be the 
most important cause of over-acidity of the 
gastric juice.

Fragments Of History 


By FRED: WILLIAMS 


In December, in 1849, the first 
“Grit” was elected to the As- 
sembly of the Province of Can- 
ada. He was Peter Perry, return- 
ed for the third riding of York, 
which corresponds practically to 
the York East of today. It was 
a critical time in Canada. Times 
were bad, very bad; the aboli- 
tion of the British preference on 
Canadian products had practic- 
ally ruined the colony as there 
wag no money; even the Govern- 
ment was unable to pay its ser- 
vants in cash. Many people in- 
clined to the belief that annexa- 
tion was the only remedy. Bald- 
win and Lafontaine took the at- 
titude that responsible govern- 
ment having been won, it was 
tirne to pause; but the radical 
wing of the Reform party insist- 
ed that further reforms must be 
had. Their leader, David Chris- 
tie, afterwards a senator and sec- 
retary of State in the Mackenzie 
cabinet, asserted: “We want only 
those who are clear Grit.” There- 
after the radical wing was known 
as “The Clear Grits.” . 

Hon. W. H. Blake, solicitor gen- 
eral, had been appointed a judge; 
the York riding was open; the 
local Reformers, most of them 
radicals, nominated Peter Perry, 
who had represented Lennox and 


Addington in the Upper Canada 
Assembly, a radical Reformer, 
but an annexationist. It would 
not have done for the Reform 
party to be identified with dis- 
loyalty, so Robert Baldwin wrote 
to Perry stating that the ministry 
was determined to retain the 
British connection; “Those for the 
continuance of that connection 
are political friends. Those who 
are against it are political oppon- 
ents.” Perry did not reply; he 
made no mention of annexation 
in his manifesto, 

The campaign was lively; the 
Reformers were divided: at one 
time it looked as if the split 
might be fatal; but Perry was 
elected by acclamation, both the 
moderate Reformer, T. P. White, 
and the Tory, Col. E. W. Thomp- 
son, retiring when at the nomina- 
tion a show of hands showed 50 
to 1 in favor of Perry. George 
Brown did not like the situation. 
He declared in The Globe that 
the name Clear Grit had been 
assumed by “a little miserable 
clique of office-seeking, bunkum- 
talking cormorants”; yet he liv- 
ed to himself lead, and be 
proud of, the Clear Grits, who 
rallied around him when in 1854 
the moderate Reformers joined 
the Tories. 


The Mail Bag 


SCOTT AND DOUGLAS 


Editor Bulletin: The thanks of 
the community are due to Mr. 
Howard Scott because apparent- 
ly unknowingly he has pointed 
out that only by the adoption of 
the Douglas system of social cre- 
dit will the people ever be able to 
enjoy the great productiveness 
brought about by the achieve- 
ments of modern science. 


True, Mr. Scott did not ac- 
knowledge this in so many 
words, but a careful perusal of 


his address will prove that his 
analysis of our economic troubles 
agrees exactly with that which 
Mr. Douglas made fifteen years 
ago. Here is a quotation from 
his speech: “The problems of this 
country are technical problems of 
providing money and purchasing 
power.” 

This is exactly as Douglas saw 
it, and he has presented a scheme 
to solve the problem. Under his 
social credit scheme, purchasing 
power will always be able to buy 
the entire output of production 
because production will be the 
gauge which will determine how 
much purchasing power is issued. 
With a sufficiency of purchasing 
power always in the hands of the 
consumer to buy back the total 
output of production, the consum- 
er (and that means all of us) will 
at all times be in control of the 
policy of production, 


This purchasing power will 
consist of wages, salaries, and 
dividends supplemented by the 


dividend, or basic dividend. This 


basic dividend, in total amount, 
will provide the exact sum of 
money needed in order to make 
the purchasing power which is 


already in the hands of the people, | 


equal to the total prices of all 
goods on the market. It will be 
seen that by this method there 
will be no inflation of money, as 


there will be goods and services 
on offer for every dollar issued 
and there will be no unsold goods 
until all the desires of all the 
people are satisfied. 

With the consumer in control of 
the policy of production, as 
pointed out before, only those 
goods would be produced which 
the consumer desires, and conse- 
quently there would be a ready 
market for all the goods pro- 
duced. The flexibility of this 
system will make it adaptable to 
any desired condition, and we 
can safely say that depressions 
and booms will be forever done 
away with. 

If new inventions take plac? 
that greatly increase the output 
of the producer without any add- 
ed cost, the net result of the con- 
sumer would be a_ substantial 
drop in selling price, thus mak- 
ing the consumer's dollar “go 
farther.” 

If more labor saving devices 
are brought into existence, which 
at present are a curse to the 
working men because they put 
him out of a job, the net result 
will be an increase in the “basic 
dividend” and more leisure in 
which to enjoy it. Surely this is 
the goal towards which Labor has 
been blindly striving for years 
and from which they have been 
kept from attaining by their self- 
styled leaders with their “right to 
work” policy. 

As Mr, Scott points out, the day 
is fast coming when the machine 
will do nearly all the work there 
is to be aone. Social credit will 
be adaptable to this condition and 
will provide dividends to the hu- 
mans up to the value of the 
labor performed by the machines 
Thus the human race will realize 
their economic destiny and nave 
“dominion over the earth.”

“A FEW DABS OF BUTTER” 


From the magazine of Wall 
Street: 
And now “manifest destiny” 


bows to the Americen cow and 
the Philippines are set free in 
order that that free domestic 
butter may be relieved from 
cocoanut oil competition. From 
such beginnings is the map of the 
world remade. 

November 15, the day on which 
the new Commonwealth of the 
Philippines was inaugurated, may 
go down in history as a crucial 
day for the white race. Although 
for the next ten years the Phil- 
ippines will be under an Amer- 
ican protectorate—to all intents 
and purposes the Stars and 
Stripes have gone down forever, 
As for the Filipinos themselves, 
the gradual rising of the tariffs 
against them for the next ten 
years will mean economic misery 
as their best market dwindles be- 
cause America tamely gave up its 
spacious doorway to the Orient, 
As we exit, Japan may enter 
with all the potential possibilities 
for racial and commercial antag- 
onisms 

Thirty-seven Years ago, when 
we took over the Phillipines and 
promised ultimate freedom, we 
sowed the seeds of democracy 
and self-determination among the 


Oriental races—and now by free- 
ing the Philippines we have de- 
creed the retreat of the while 
race from the Far East. A trifling 
thing-—a dispute over a few dabs 
of butter, a bit of sugar and to- 
bacco—may change the destiny 
of the nstions of the world, — 
The retreat from the Phil- 
ippines may seem to the pacifists 
to be minimizing the possibilities 
of conflict with Japan. They be- 
lieve one way to keep the peace 
with Japan is to get out of her 
way, One way to resist her if she 
comes to demand the Hawaiian 
Islands will be to have less to 
defend. One way to placate her 


is to withdraw from the com- 
merce of Asia as we are now 
withdrawing from her politics. 
But out scuttling from the 


Philippines does not mean secur- 
ity, neither does it close the door 
to possible conflict with Japan 
It does, however, mark the de- 
cline of the spirit of virility and 
enterprise that drove us on to 
great achievement for more than 
a century. 

We took the Philippines in a 
great adventure and a noble pur- 
pose and we dropped them in 
narrow selfishness and for petty 
commercial gain, 1 wish we might 
have played our role in @ more 
heroic manner and for @ finer 


purpose. 


The Co-operative Highway 
ToPanic-Proof Prospererity 


- By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


In any nation, panic-proof prosperity can only be brought into 
existence and maintained by a national co-operative policy bring- 
ing to every individual in the nation all those things which are 
necessities of life and of industry at an equality of delivered cost 
There is no other way; nothing else will do it; and so long as 
two and two make four there will be no relief or real power to 
be obtaifed from any special system or alleged remedy which 
Jeaves special privilege, and discrimination, and inequality in 
delivered costs in existence. 


The foregoing statements are not theories—but demonstrated 
facts; and this precise mathematical demonstration took place— 
for one illustration—in our own Canada. 


Since 1867 Canadians have been trying to build up a nation on 
the theory that there is no right to equality of delivered costs as 
between communities and as between individuals. 


The results have been illusory and destructive. Thousands 
upon thousands of young Canadians, reared, trained, and educated 
for useful, powerful life have left Canada owing to lack of oppor- 
tunity due to our denial of the right to equality of delivered costs 
as between communities and as between individuals. The places 
left vacant by these young Canadians have been taken by immi- 
grants from places having such conditions that any change was 
for the better. In the final analysis, we have not increased out 
population to any extent in nearly 70 years; but have traded 
almost all our national increase of Canadian-born for foreign 
elements. This is not good enough; and is proof that our system 
of government and political economy has been definitely and 
destructively wrong. We have been chasing dollars instead of 
nurturing the forces of life on a basis of equal opportunity, and 
of impartial access to necessities of life and of industry. 


Our cardinal mistake has been the fixing of delivered costs 
on the basis of where a man lives—instead of on the basis of 
world values. Once you can get this truth clearly in your mind 
you can understand what happened to Canada and to young 
Canadians, 


We have carried this idiocy to trade-destroying extent. Take 
an instance of two men, each wanting a carload of Alberta coal; 
one man living in Vancouver, B.C., and the other man living 
about one hundred miles nearer Alberta. The man living nearer 
Alberta will have to pay about forty dollars more for his carload 
of coal than the man living in Vancouver to whom the coal is 
hauled one hundred miles further. Take another instance of a 
man living in Shanghai, China, and a man living in British 
Columbia, each wanting a carload of Alberta or Saskatchewan 
wheat. The man in Shanghai, China, is given a lower delivered 
cost than is given to the man living in British Columbia. These 
are not extracts from the log of a lunatic asylum; but facts which 
you can verify at the nearest railway freight agent's office. 


There are billions of tons of ascertained coal in western 
Canada; and it will stay there, useless and worthless, until the 
fact is recognized that the only way to move coal in quantity is 
on the basis of a delivered cost which corresponds with world 
values, The same truth applies to lumber and to all the neces- 
saries of life. 


A thoroughly reliable mining engineer was sent in about 
20 years ago to look over the Ground Hog Valley anthracite coal 
fields in western Canada. He reported that the coal was real 
anthracite; that as to comparison with Pennsylvania coal, produc- 
tion and use in some volume would be necessary to give an exact 
basis of comparison; and that as to quantity available, probably 
after production had been carried on at a rate of ten thousand 
tons per day for a thousand years, some engineer then alive might 
have a basis on which to prove the quantities in place. Canada 
has never taken any steps to put this area on a production basis; 
having been too busy getting into the production of artificial silk 
stockings and ladies’ handbags. 


Until some political leader wakes up to the necessity of putting 
in a co-operative, nation-wide, system of equal delivered costs 
for all necessaries of life and industry on a basis held down to 
world values, the exodus of young Canadians will continue.
